I then Interviewed Dr. c. F, Gregory, Sr. George Tboaaa Shires, and Dr. Kobort R. 
Shr.7, all of whoa are enployed as Professors of Suraory, Southwest Medical School, 
Dalles, Texas. Of tho shore, Dr. C. F. Gregory tended the vouad In Covernor Con- 
nolly's wristj Dr. Shires treated the vouad In Governor Cormally's left thigh; and 
Dr. Shaw treated the vouad in Governor Connolly's chest. Each of these doctors 
placed on a dlasroo the location of the wounds he tended for Governor Connolly.
